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are a side view of the caulk finishing tool 2 exactly as described with regard to FIGs. 2-3C and 
4, attached inside and out of a conventional half barrel caulk gun. The new Figures do not 
include new matter because the caulk finishing tool 2 itself is fully disclosed in the specification 
as filed, and is unchanged in new FIGs. 3E & 3F. Moreover, the conventional cradle or 
"half-barrel" design caulking guns are well known and available in most hardware stores. The 
attachment of the caulk finishing tool 2 to the half-barrel gun is a matter of user-preference, and 
is fully described in the specification as follows: "Alternatively, the clip 15 may be oriented to 
attach to a half-barrel caulking gun such that the elongate tubular length lies outside the barrel as 
shown in FIG. 3D when the gun is in use, or outside the barrel as shown in FIG. 3E for 
storage." Consequently, new Figures 3E & 3F are not considered to add any new subject 
matter to the specification, nor is new matter intended by the Applicant, and it is believed 
proper to include them by preliminary amendment.
